Officials For 2 Entrances

Plans have been laid to solve the acute traffic situ- 


ation on campus. 


A recent study by the physical plant 


department shows that a total of 11,000 cars pass in or 
out of the four entrances and exits to the campus daily. 

Omaha University officials have been meeting this 
week discussing probable ‘solutions to ease the problem. 


Two things are in the offing 
and appear certain to be carried 
out as soon as possible. They 
are: 

—widening as much as pos- 
sible the 64th street entrance 
and exit on Dodge Street. 

—closing the portion of 62nd 
Street that passes between the 
Student Center and the Library 

President Milo Bail said the 
University will go ahead with 
the widening at the 64th Street 
entrance as soon as the city’s 


public works department okays - 
Bail added that he ex-: 


it. Dr. 
pects no opposition from the 
and normal traffic thru 
that access will not be impeded. 


Additional Lanes 


He said this will mean. one 
and possibly two additional 
lanes for exit traffic, which are 
sorely needed, 

‘Head of the Physical Plant 
Clarence Lefler, 
released the results of the traf- 
fic study made’ last week. It 
showed that the 64th Street 
corner handles slightly over 25, 
percent of the University’s total 
traffic. Lefler noted that while

Under the’ present. arrange-: 
ment, cars easily become backed -

The other project soon to be.

62nd Street access. Barriers will 


- be put up as soon as the con-: 


tractors who are working’ on the 


“library additions are finished 


and move out—pyobably about 
Dec. 1. 

All traffic entering the 62nd 
street access will be routed 
down the road in. front of the 
Library. Here students can be 
let out of cars and the cars 


‘ will then procede back onto 


Dodge. That same study shows 
over 400 cars do this at the 
present. time. 

Other barricades will be. 
placed a little further: south on © 
62nd. Street, just south of the 
Student Center entrance. 


Two-way Traffic 

The rest of 62nd Street will | 
become. temporarily . two-way — 
traffic so that the reserved — 
parking lot. on the side of the 
library will be accessable and 
the loading dock: for the SC, 
and the field house’s-- lower 
drive. 


The reason for this move? 


‘According to figures released by 


Lefler, 12 percent of the OU . 
traffic, 1,100 cars use the 62nd . 
Street entrance . . . of which 
more than 700 procede by the 
Soot of bas Siadent center.

Te Add Several Courses 


Several new courses will be 
offered in the criminology pro- 
gram at Omaha University this 
coming year. Criminology is of- 
fered in connection with Sociol- 
ogy and. the College of Adult 
Edueation. 

“There is a degree offered in 
this program,” said Assistant 
Professor of Sociology Gaylon 
Xuchel, who instructs criminol- 
ogy. “It is a Bachelor of Science 

“jn law inforcement and securi- 
ty.” : 
"Criminology and its related 
fields is.a new course on the 
University campus. It was first 
introduced in the fall of 1962. 
it is a program aimed at the 
‘Joeal police officers and to in- 
terest young people to go into 
jaw enforcement. 

Law enforcement officers will 
be interested in the course, Law 
=nforcement and Security. It is 


cow being'taught and includes ° 


2 history of law enforcement. 


New courses 

“SA course in Juvenile Delin- 
quency will be offered next 
fall,’ said Mv. Kuehel, “And a 
penology program is planned for 
the spring semester.” . 

These programs are basically 
orientated to introduce the stu- 
gent to the whole general field 
of crime and justice. The types 
of crimes and criminals will be 
discussed. Also the courses will 
provide a theoried approach 
toward causes of crime, police, 
probation, and courts, A pro- 
gram in advanced criminology 
and traffic accident investiga- 
tion is planned. 

Next semester a new course, 
Psychology of Criminal Beha- 
vior, will be started. It will car- 
ry credits in both Sociology and 
CALE, 

Dr. James Reinhardt, profes- 
sor of criminology from the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska will in- 
struct. It will deal with normal 
and abnormal criminals. 

Aims. of Criminology 

“The aims of criminology are 
two-fold,” said’ My. Kuchel. “One 
aim is direeted: toward the law 
enforcement 'group—to:the pro- 
fessionalization of crime work.” 

Kuchel said the other aim is 
toward the sociology major. “It 
halps promote a better under- 
standing of law enforcement and 
the powers of criminal justice. 
It is to interest people in the 
many areas of criminology.” 

“Our courses try to make the 
student understand criminal. be- 
havior, why do people conimit 
crimes and why they fail to re- 
habilitate,” continued Kuchel.

Dr. Christopher Espinosa has 
announced his plans to resign 
as head of the Foreign Lan- 
guage Department. 

' A part of Omaha University 
since 1931, Dr. Espinosa was 
head of the department in 1950. 


“As you know, my retirement | 


‘is mandatory at the end of this 

‘academic year, Next year, with 
the expected population explo- 
sion, is bound to be exacting on 
the administration. It is only 
fair that a free hand be given 
to them,” said Dr. Espinosa. 

' A native of Spain, Dr. Espi- 
-nosa earned his Bachelor of Arts 
degree at the University of Bar- 
celona and his Ph.D. at the Uni- 
versity of Rome. He has also 
done graduate work at Colum- 
bia University. 

“My main interest has been 
teaching,’ he said, “any my 
hobbies center around it, too.” 

“When I first came to Omaha 
in 1931, the old Spanish Club 
was having a precarious exist- 
ence,” he continued. 


“From the very first week 
after my arrival, I gave the or- 


ganization my hearty support.’ - 


A foreign Language Center 
was established in downtown 
Omaha in 1943. This was done 
by Omaha U and Offutt Air 
Force Base. Dr. Espinosa or- 
ganized and directed the Center. 

During and after World War 
If the Center offered non-credit 
conversational language courses. 
Most of the people taking the 
six-week study weie planning to 
go overseas. Almost 1,000 stu- 
dents studied Spanish, German, 
French, Italian, Portuguese, Jap- 
anese and Chinese. , 

“This was the first time Jap- 
anese and Chinese were offered 
in Omaha. The. Air Force, es- 
pecially, wanted its people to be 
able to speak some in thé coun- 
try they were to live in. Also, 
many of the people were Omaha

The Center lasted about eight 
years. The present Spanish Club 
La Casa de las Americas was 
an outgrowth of the Center. 

La Casa was founded by Dr. 
Espinosa to help the Spanish 
students practice the language 
without classroom formalities. 

“We still are very active. Ev- 
ery first Tuesday we meet at 
the Hotel Regis. First we have 
dinner and then speakers. Some- 
times they come from outside

the club, but mostly they are 
our own members. Of course, the 
meeting's are all in Spanish. 

“The bootstrappers and offi- 
cers from SAC have been very 
valuable and enthusiastic mem- 
bers. Because of their wide 
travels they have much to of- 
fer,” explained Dr. Espinosa. 

“J should be ungrateful if I 
would not recognize Mrs. Espi- 
nosa. She has ‘been much of the 
cause of the club’s long suc- 
cess,” he added. 


Each year the club has a big 


celebration on Pan-American 
Day, April 14, and at Christmas. 


“Everyone comes in costume. 


We celebrate in the Spanish 
style with singing and enter- © 


tainment. At Christmas, espe- 
cially, anyone is welcome,” said 


; Dr. Espinosa. 


_ Another ‘activity the Espitio- 


’ sas organized was summer trav- 
-el to Spanish countries. Spon- 


sored by Omaha U, they con- 
ducted three trips for college 
credit. 

“In 1954 we traveled in south- 
ern Mexico. Then in 1955 we 
went to the Dominican Repub- 
lic, Cuba, Haiti, Jamaica and 
Puerto Rico. During 1956 we 1e- 
turned to tour the northern part 


of Mexico,” he related. 


The trips averaged about $400 


‘a student, and about 25 stu- 


dents went each time. 
During his years at Omaha 


U, Dr. Espinosa has started the 
annual High School Foreign 
‘Language Speaking Contest for’

ans To lesign 


Omaha area students. Also he 
founded the annual Nebraska 
Foreign Language Teachers 
Conference held in the. fall. 

Dr. Espinosa has written six 
books which are used in teach- 
ing. He also edited a monthly 
Spanish newspaper, The Pan- 
america, for two years. 

“Phe Panamerica was to pro- 
mote the Pan-American ideal 
among Spanish students. Over 
2,000 students and teachers re- 
ceived copies each month,” he 
commented. 


Dr. Espinosa has shown gene 
professional leadership in the 
Omaha U Foreign Language De- 
partment. 


He established seven of the 
present advanced Spanish cours- 
es. He has introduced Italian, 
and Portuguese. In the Latin 
Department he has added five 
advanced courses including the 
study of classical Greek and Ro- 
man writers. 


This leadership has been rec- 
ognized in Who’s Who in the 


- Middle West. And in 1959 Dr. 


Espinosa was appointed Consul 
Ad-Honoren of Guatemala. 


“But I’m still intérested in 
work,” he continued, “and I have 
no plans to retire completely. 
Of course, if the University of- 
fers me something I will take it, 
and if not, I will be unemployed. 
Then [I will look for another 
job. Do you think I could may- 
be pump gas at a gasoline sta- 
tion?” he joked. 


“Needless to say, I have been 
very satisfied to serve Omaha 
University. There has always 
been rapid expansion, a progres- 
sive outlook and the University 


-has the promise of a great fu- 


ture,” he concluded.

Univer- 
sity’s “most fatal day” on the 
football field. 


V’}) bet if some of the old 
«players were still around like 
Clarence “Sloppy” Duckworth, 
Naomi “The Animal” Umace and 
Bill) “The Bat” Burgonowskis- 
elch, they could tell you about 
it. However, each of them met 
with fatal disaster only a few 
vears after they received their 
“diplomas” from their alma ma- 
ter. 


“Sloppy” 


First, let me tell you about 
what happened to “Sloppy” and 
how he got his name. 

He got his name because he 
was exactly that, sloppy. He 
would walk away from a dinner 
of spaghetti with the only thing 
to ever reach his mouth being 
the spoon. He could sit down to 
eat with the team on roadtrips 
to Arion (Iowa) College of Der- 
elicts and not once get dewn 
that delicious meal of corned 
beef and oatmeal. 


As for his fatal mishap. 
About two and one-half months 
after receiving. his ‘diploma he 
was eating at a: local restaurant 
and, beliéve it or not some food 
hit his. mouth and-the taste of 
unborn octupus surprised him 
so‘much he died of shock. 


: “Animal’ : 


Naomi “Phe Animal” Umac 
was a “petite” little. thing. Yes, 
we had: membei's’ of the female 
sex playing © “pigskin” for. us 
during those years. 


She got her nickname, “The 
Animal” from .some. loving so- 
rority sister, of hers. She be- 
longed to WWM sorority (We 
Want a:Male) Her sisters lov- 
ingly tagged that name‘‘on’ her 
because of what one old co-ed 
called, “her attitude”. 


Naomi used to frolic with the 
idea she would be out on the 
field knocking down those bul- 
lies who wouldn’t let her grand- 
mother drink, You see her 
grandmother was Carry Nation, 
one of the leaders of the Wom- 
en’s Christian ‘Temperance Un- 
ion. Naomi once, explained the 
reason: her: grandmother fought 
so hard to get. her cause 
through was that she- (her 
grandmother) was once a lush 
and became bitter one day.when 
she ran out of booze.

As for Naomi’s fatal accident. 
One day when she was carrying 
on the cause of her grandmoth- 
er she slipped and. fell into a 
beautiful window that happened 
to connect into. a whiskey: fac- 
tory’s vat. She drowned but was 
happy in-doing so.

Once I get around to talking 
about Bill. “The Bat”. Burgon- 
owskiselch, I could go on for- 
ever.

“Batty” as-he -was lovingly 
called got his fticknaime - from

ball and-ran 96 yards untouched 
for the score. 


That tied the game up at 
12-12 with :32 seconds left (The 
Hawk was a slow runner). 


And then the all important 
extra point atempt, The “Mon- 


kies” place kicker,’ Sharanne | 
Fink, hadn’t. missed in 564 
straight attempts. The team 


didn’t score a lot but whoever 
heard of eligibility time-in those 
days. In fact whoever héard of 
television in those -days. 


“Where's Ji oe?” 


Well anyway to get on with. 


the suspenseful tale. Sharanne 
came in: and.made the: point.
